The most important industrial 
project at the moment, in Wilming- 
ton, is that of the DiCenso Bros, 
of Quincy - Fred and Carlos, 

The two men have bought 91 
acres of land in South Wilmington 
adjacent to the Woburn-Reading 
line, and are creating the Route 
93 Industrial Park. The plan to 
have a road constructed across 
their property, from West Street 
to Woburn Street, and the plan to 
have that road completed in Sept- 
ember of this year - in a little 
more than 30 days! 

At the present moment the first 
of a number of buildings is under 
construction - one for Ling Elec 
tronics. Ling is due to move in 
in September, 

The DiCenso Brothers are plan- 
ning to extend sewereage and water 
mains from Woburn Street to the 
West Street area, at the same time 
as they put in their new road. They 
will also put in power lines, and 
an extension from the B&MRR 
tracks near Woburn Strect. 

A lot of money has been spent 
to date - perhaps in excess of 
$300,000, andall without theneces- 
sity of having to borrow money 
from the banks, 

Cliff Hupper, who owned a part 
of the land that the DiCenso Bros. 
bought was paid $145,000 for his 
land, according to records in the 
Middlesex County North District 
Registry of Deeds, and the brothers 
paid $2000 for the remaining 55 
acres they bought - or $110,000, 
And they have already spent a lot 
of money in the construction ofthe 
Ling Building, 

But, with over $300,000 spent 
the DiCenso Brothers now have ar-

rived at the point where they will 
have to start some new financing 
arrangements, and this has occu- 
pied the attention of the Planning 
Board and Town Manager for the 
past several weeks, 

TM Hennegerber has been close- 
ly cooperating with the DiCenso 
Bros, and was in the original con- 
ference where it was proposed that 
a road be built to connect Woburn 
and West Streets, 

One of the difficulties facing the 
DiCenso Brothers is the matter of 
‘bonding’ ~ Le, guaranteeing tothe 
town that the street, etc will be 
constructed to Planning Board spec 
ifications, and will be completed, 
The Town Engineer has been on 
vacation during the past few weeks, 
on his annual tour of duty with the 
US Army Reserve, and the Town 
Manager has written a letter pro- 
posing that the ‘performance’ bond 
could be on a basis of the contract 
which the DiCenso Brothers ex-~ 
pect to award shortly, for the con- 
struction of street, water mains, 
etc, 

Kt isn’t as simple as it might 
sound, Attorney Joseph Courtney 
spent the better part of an hour with 
the Planning Board Tuesday night 
talking over the legal and other fine 
points of such a proposal. 

He has also submitted a ‘Land 
Court’ plan for a part of the area, 
which he hopes the Planning Board 
will sign shortly,- it beinga part of 
the necessities for financing, 

‘The Planning Board did sign the 
first part of the Route 93 Industrial 
Park, Tuesday night, but did not 
sign the plan, pending advice from 
the Town Counsel. 

It’s going to be nip-and-tuck, if 
the DiCenso Bros, finish their road

Danny Gillis takes a walk 


Chairman Danny Gillis took a 
dramatic walk out of the Planning

Mr Gillis was incensed over a 
letter which had been sent to the 
Planning Board by the Town Mana- 
ger, The letter read;

Everyone is showing some con- 
cern regarding planning matters 
at the Lowell- Woburn Street inter- 
section. In the SW quadrant we 
have zoned industrial where Avco 
is located, In the opposite NE quad~ 
rant we have zoned SRA, In the SE 
quadrant we have a neighborhood 
business with zoning 400 ft in 
depth (Lucci’s), and on the NW 
Quadrant we have general business 
400 ft, in depth wich SRA in the 
apex of the quadrant, 

If I read the newspaper correctly 
it would appear that the Planning 
Board extended an invitation to be 
in the vanguard ofa vociferous mi- 
nority to rezone the SE quadrant 
back to SRA and eliminate the pos- 
sibility of any growth of the exist- 
ing neighborhood business, Fur- 
ther I heard a rumor that some- 
thing attractive might be in the wind 
for the NW quadrant, which is now 
vacant, and that a request might 
come in to enlarge that general 
business area and reduce the SRA 
area, It certainly would not bemy 
concept of good planing to in- 
crease SRA in the SE quadrant and 
increase business in the NWquad- 
rant, Further, I donot believe that 
the Planning Board should lead the 
pack for vociferous minorities, as 
the entire community planning {s of 
your ultimate concern; and let 
those minorities fight their own 
battles on the Town Meeting floor 
without your assistance,

The first hint of Mr Gillis’ re- 
action came during a conversation 
with A P Rounds, of Hathaway 
Acres development. Mr Rounds

Selectmen’s 


A three member board of Select- 
men conducted a Hatch Act hearing 
Monday night for Robert P Stevens 
of the Eastern Realty Co., and 
granted the Lowell Gas Company 
Permission to extend its pipeline 
on Burlington Avene. It_deferred 
the reading of a report fromthe 
Town Counsel on the subject of 
alcoholic beverages until the re- 
turn of Selectmen Bender and Niles 
who were absent because of busi- 
ness reasons, 

Mrs Drew, acting chairman, with 
Black and Miceli decided to take 
the Stevens request under advise- 
ment. Stevens wants- to fil] a lot 
of land on Cunningham Street. He 
presented plans for piping a brook 
across the lot, along with the filling 
Under the Hatch Act such filling in 
a watershed area requires whear- 
ing before the Selectmen, 

Leland Campbell of Clark St., 
& member of the Conservation 
Commission, spoke for his Com- 
mission, He said that the Com- 
mission wanted to see a bill of par- 
ticulars concerning the proposed 
drainage of the lot. The commis- 
ston, he sald, would abide by ade- 
cision on the part of the Town En- 
gineer on whether or not the lot 
could be adequately drained, 

Planning Board Chairman Danny 
Gillis warned that this might be the 
first of many similar attempts to 
fill marginal swampland for build- 
ing, and recommended that the Sel- 
ectmen give careful consideration 
since the decision might become a 
precedent, 

Black took issue with Stevens on 
the square footage of the lot ofland 
in question, Stevens said that the 
lot had some 10,000 square feet.
